For fully ten minutes the wind and 
rain continued unabated and. during- 
that period it is estimated that fully 
three-quarters of an inch of moisture 
was precipitated in this city. Sewers, 
partially blocked with sand and grav- 
el, were unable to absorb the flood 
with

STATE IS SWEPT BY 


DAMAGING STORM 


Oakland Feels Force of Downpour and 


Wind and Much Damage Done; 


Country Streets Flooded 


(Continued from Page 1V) 


on the north, the tracks were flooded 
to such an extent that operation was 
Impossible. Along- San Pablo near the 
Berkeley line the tracks were also 
covered so heavily 
with sand 
and 
gravel that it required several hours 
to clear them. At San Pablo and Ash- 
by streets, a g-ocl sized lake was made 
as also occurred in other portions of 
the city. 
In the vicinity of Melrose, Elmhurst 
and San Leandro, the flood condition^; 
were stated to hav,e been witHout par- 
allel and all along East Fourteenth 
street people were forced from their 
homes by the 
continued 
downpour. 
Stores in the vicinity of Fifteenth and 
Nineteenth a\'enues..wero flooded and 
goods In the basements destroyed. A 
great inland sea was the result of the 
overtaxed sewers and drains in that as 
in other parts. 
Near Fitchburg in 


portions where there are no sewers, 
waiter rushing from the hills quickly 
filled homes and stores, causing much 
distress and damage. 


SHEET OF WATER. 


The .main feature of the storm .was 


Its great volume of water. 
At times 
last evening and in the night the pre- 
cipitation was so great that the water 
seemed to come down in a solid sheet, 
and it was impossible to distinguish 
objects a few feet away. 
All this water 


cou Id not be taken into the al ready 
rain-soaked ground, and in consequence 
was forced to run off into the lower 
levels, flooding the culverts and over- 
flowing the sidewalks. 
The street department was kept busy 
yesterday 
and 
today answering calls 


from people who complained that their 
street was under water, or their side- 
walk impassable. 
Many streets 
were 
mere rivers from curb to curb, espe- 
cially those which by reason of their 
situation received the drainage of tho 
surrounding territory. 


On Lake Shore avenue streams from 
the hills concentrated 
and filled 
the 
street with . water from two to three 
feet deep. Residents of the avenue were 
unable to make their way on the side- 
walks in either direction.

The Fifth ward also suffered .severely 


around "Walsworth and Santa Clara avs- 
nucs. 
This district'- receives the dra-.n- 
age from the Piedmont hills, and in a 
severe storm such as this one the storm 
drains are entirely inadequate to receive 
the streams which pour Into them. 
Nearly all the crossings at East Thir- 


teenth street were under - water last 
night and this morning-, and passengers 
on the street cars found it a consider- 
able problem to a-llght at any point with-' 
out stepping Into a foot or more of 
water. At Twelfth and Oak streets the 
water was more than a foo'c In depth. 
At the Traction company's barns at 
East Sixteenth street and Second ave- 
nue a large lake was formed at the in- 
tersection of the streets, which had been 
recently paved. 
Many other points in 
the -vicinity were under one or two feet 
of water. 


BREAKS A'tL, RECORDS. 


- Last night's downpour for a few min- 
utes broke all records for violence, ac- 
cording to the reports at Chabot cb - 
servatory. 
At 8:20 and for 3.1 minutes 
following the rain gauge registered 
a 


fall of .20 of an inch, and a fall of .25 
of an inch for five minutes. The near- 
est approach to those figures within re- 
cent years was registered in April, 1905, 
when .20 of an inch fell in five minutes. 
The Chabot observatory records give 
tha rainfall for 24 hours, beginning Sun- 
day evening to, last evening as 1.22 
Inches, making a total of 3.5 inches 
since March 1. 


For the coming 24 hours no marked 
change In the weather Is expected. The 
barometer has risen slightly but now' 
is holding steady and showers are to be 
looked for. 
The continued rain, it is 
thought, 'while unpleasant, will do no 
particular injury to vegetation.

First—Tho 
uniform practice, of-.the 


court has' been for the justices to meet 
In consultation for the constderaUon of 
petitions for hearings. 


Second—6-wing: to the absence from the 


state of Justice Henslmw, consultations 
on the Ruef petition could not have been' 
held. 


Third—A Justice of the district court 


of appeals should have been called to sit 
In the case in place of Justice Henshaw. 


Fourth—Tho appellant (Ruef) *nad the 


right to assume that the court would not 
fall in its duty in that particular, and 
it was the duty of the State ot California 
to see that some Justice of the district 
court of. appeal be called In place of Jus- 
tice Henshaw. 
As the state had given 
no intimation that it would object to tho 
action of the court with Justice Henshaw 
absent,- the state should now waive that 
point. 
FIFTH—The concurrence of three Jus- 
tices should, in a case of this kind, be 
sufficient for the temporary preservation 
of the rights of the defendant. 
Sixth—The motion for a hearing could 
have been held in a department of the 
court and the chief Justice could have 
constituted part of that department, and 
the concurrenca of three Justices would 
have been sufficient for a transfer of the,, 
case from tho district court to the su- 
preme court. 
The Jurisdiction of the 
court should not be overturned upon a 
technicality. 
Seventh—That department of the court 
•would .have had power to make a nuno 
pro tune order. 
Eighth—The time of the absence from 
the state of .Justice Henshaw should not 
be considered part of the thirty flays dur- 
ing which the decisions of the appellate 
court would become final. 


POWER OF COURT. 


Ninth—The defendant, being charge- 
able with no omission or dereliction, it 
is the inherent power of the court to 
enter a mine pro tune order. 
Tenth—The refusal of the court to con- 
sider the petition would be in effect a 
denial to appellant of the uniform ap- 
plication of the laws within the prohibi- 
tion of section 11 ot the constitution, 
and would be granting to others of spe- 
cial privileges' denied to the appellant 
within the inhibition' of section 21 of the 
constitution, through no fault of the ap- 
pellant. 
Eleventh—The inadvertent failure of 
the court to select a justice of the dis- 
trict court in place of Justice Henshaw 
was a denial to the appellant of the equal 
protection of the laws guaranteed him 
by section 1 of the fourteenth amendment 
to the constitution ot the United States, 
and the appellant expressedly claimed 
every right, privilege and immunity guar- 
anteed him under the provisions of that 
section. 


The petition concluded 
with 
the 


prayer that the court vacate, annul 
and set asido its order of February 
2SL' BO that the order of January 22 
granting the appeal wouid stand, and 
that the court "will make such other 
order as will cause or make effective 
the transfer of appellant's cause from 
the District Court of Appeal to this 
court for final review and determina- 
tion, and pending the hearing of this 
motion appellant further prays that 
execution against him be stayed." 


OOTJRT INTERRUPTS. 


After concluding the reading of the 
petition, Fink began an oral argument 
in its 
favor. - Chief Justice Beatty 
promptly Interrupted by saying: 
"I have no authority to order the 
case considered 
in 
department. 
In 
matters of an application for a re- 
hearinj;; we must all act together, and 
without the concurrence of four jus- 
tices no hearing has ever been, grant- 
ed." 


Then Justice Angelotti interjected 
the question: 


"Are you not asking for a rehearing 
now? 
That is usually done by filing 


a printed petition which is considered 
in chambers." 


"We thought it more courteous to 
appear here in person," replied Fink. 
"We heard elaborate argument in 


this case," stated the 
chief 
justice. 
"We gave you plenty of time to pre- 
sent argument and authorities." 
"We assumed at that time that the 
order was valid," Fink explained. 


ARGUES FOR RELIEF. 


He then proceeded to argue for re- 
lief through a nunc pro tune order, 
and was again interrupted by the chief 
justice, 
saying: 
"It was never the 
practice of this court to grant a nunc 
pro tnuc order in rehearing cases." 
Resuming his address to the court, 


he was again interrupted by Justice 
Shaw, with the remark: 
"We have 
not decided to hear this case yet, and 
you are doing nothing else but argu- 
ing it." 
At this point Chief Justice Beatty 
put an end to the proceeding by curtly 
declaring: 


"The view of this court is that the 
application for permission to file 
a 
petition for a rehearinsr is denied."

BALLINGER'S LETTER. 


It follows: 


"My dear Mr. President: 
"I have thought over the talk we had 
last sSaturday. I am exceedingly grate- 
ful for your kind expressions of appre- 
ciation for my work, and they certainly 
compensate me in the largest measure 
for what I have suffered. Tour attitude 
throughout has been a great source of 
comfort to me. And yet I feel that the 
condition of my health is such that I 
must ask to be relieved from office. I 
therefore tender my resignation and ask 
you to accept it. 


"I should be untrue to all of my im- 


pulses if I did not seize the occasion ta 
state that I have, at all times, striven1 
ccnsclentiously to meet—the obligations 
mposed on me and to serve you, . the 
administration and the country to the 
best of my ability. I am deeply sensible 
of tho unfailing confidence which' you 
have reposed In ire, under circumstances 
which have necessarily been trying to you 
and the ^support and respect which you 
have never ceased to accord me, I shall 
always remember. 
'I am anxious to retire as soon as I 
can properly do so, yet am unwilling to 
embarrass you, and therefore respect- 
fr.lly ask you to indicate, In regard to the 
matter, when it will best suit your con- 
venience.

cept that my health and financial In- 
terests have greatly suffered to the ex- 
tent that I cannot longer sustain tha 
burden. 


"Tour constant support has always 


been a source of consolation during all 
the vicissitudes of my term of servic«~ 
and I deeply appreciate 
the unfailinj 


confidence you have reposed In me. 
I 


must, however, renew my appeal to be 
relieved, as self explanatory in my let- 
ter of January 19 last, and respectfully 
aslc you to designate the .time when my 
resignation shajl take effect, which I 
hope may be Immediately.

FIREHOUSE SITES. 


The' first item, in the resolution pro- 


vides for the acquisition of grounds and 
sites for three flrehouses, and the erec- 
tion of a suitable firehouse on each site, 
together with 
the 
rebuilding o£ the 
Marston flre house in Durant avenue be- 
tween S'nattuck 
avenue 
and 
Fulton 
street. These three new flrehouses are 
to be built in northeast, southeast ancl 
southwest Berkeley. 


The fire apparatus to bo acquired is to 
consist of four automobile combination 
chemical and hose wagons, one quick 
raising aerial truck, motor driven: two- 
fourth sized steam fire engines and 25

He nrst discussed and considered the 
college as primarily founded in America- 
He took the secondary school as next 
In order of establishment, and as a third 
era the great university. 
• The general context was to the effect 
that the old American colleges, such as 
Harvard, Yale and Columbia, are the 
direct descendants of the English sys- 
tem. At first, the management was" in 
the hands of ecclesiasts, then in a board 
of trustees, and finally descending to a 
government by the alumni. 


COURSES -LIMITED. 


The course of the 
old 
college 
wan 
limited, the title of Bachelor of Arts 
being the only 
degree 
obtainable. 
A 
flxed cours» of study which was allotted 
for each year made It impossible to seek 
any profession desired. 
Each college has now become a cor- 
poration financed either by public funds 
or by large private grants. . 


SECONDARY 
SCHOOLS. 


The founding of secondary schools was 
next discussed by President 
Wheeler. 
As this movement spread, ho said, the 
university began 
to appear. 
Depart- 
ments were added to the single cotlegs 
and other degrees became possible. Slnco 
the year 1865^tho educational movement 
has been toward adjusting, 
reforming 
and reconstructing the old college and 
developing our newer university. 


TO CONTINUE SUBJECT. 


At his lecture on next 
Wednesday, 
President Wheeler will complete his sub- 
ject by taking 'up the growth of the 
modern college Into the modern univer- 
sity, under the title of "Reshaping the 
American College."

Senate Formally Substitutes 


Measure; Work of the 


County Delegation 


(By EDWARD A. O'BUIEN.) 


SACRAMENTO, 
March 
7.—The 


Senate has formally substituted 
the 


third 
effort of San Franciscans 
to 
draft a measure to bring about the 
consolidation 
of San Francisco and 
all the other cities around, the bay, 
lor the two measures on the subject 
which have already been discarded by 
the framers and without bringing 
either of them to a discussion before 
that body. The thirl effort, like that 
pf the second and tlib first, bears the 
name ot Senator Wolfe of San Fran- 
ciaco, but it is certain that there were 
others than the senator engaged in 
the preparation of the measures. 
The substitution took place at the 
Instance of Senator Stetson of Oak- 
land, who did so as the result of an 
agreement between him and Senator 
Wolfe, viz. that the measure would 
be reported by the committee on Ju- 
diciary -without recommendation and 
could then be fought out on the floor. 


On this explanation by Senator 
Stetson, and in the absence of Senator 
[Wolfe -who is ill In this city, it was 
agreed that the three-times down and 
out bill would be given the sama con- 
sideration as would any of its prede- 
cessors had they reached the Senate. 
Regardless of this the bill itself has 
not yet gone on the files nor will it 
until about closing time this evening. 
The lull text of the measure has al- 
ready appeared in these columns. 


POSITION THE SAME. 


"The position of this substitute of 
Senator "Wolfe's," said Senator Stet- 
son, "is just the same as would have 
Ibeen either of the other two bills on 
this subject by Senator Wolfe, It was 
understood between 
Senator 
Wolfe 
and myself before tho senator left that 
it would be given a place on the files 
regardless of the fact that it came 
without a recommendation. 
"I want to state here, however, that 
I will not vote for the amendment no 
matter what may be 
its provisions 


now or what they may be later. I re- 
serve the right, too, if I see fit, to 
offer an amendment, but even had I 
made iip my mind definitely on the 
jsubject, I would not offer the amend- 
ent now in tho .absence of Senator 
oife."

askerl for the information through a 
resolution in the Assembly, to enable 
full information to be obtained as to 
the condition of the schools under the 
old censxis system and the matter of 
dailv average attendance, which latter 
Is proposed to be substituted as the 
basis for obtaining money for the run- 
ning of the public schools. 


REDUCED TO 747. 


Information on a number of ques- 


tions propounded .shows that in Ala- 
meda county under the school census 
of 1910, there were 751 teachers, that 
under the dally average attendance, 
provided for by the bill in question, 
the number of teachers would be re- 
duced to 747. On June 30, 1910, there 
were in the same county 917 teachers 
employed. 
The total apportionment, 
January 10. 1911, was $291,295. the 
estimated cost of the county taking 
the census being $5000. If the Janu- 
ary apportionment had been made 
according to the bill under considera- 
tion, there would havo been a loss of 
$6487. The total average attendance 
June 30, 1910, was 26,217, the cost of 
each pupil in tho elementary schools 
was J41.50, tho amount paid by the 
State on avorage attendance was $18, 
tho county tax-rato for the elementary 
schools on $100 was 28 cents, and the 
average rate of high school tax In the 
:cunty 19.4 conts. 
HOW FIGURES AKE CHANGED. 


Under the census plan, San Fran- 


cisco secured 1068 teachers, but under 
tho daily average attendance, the 
number is reduced to 870. 
At the 
present time San Francisco employs 
only 1029 teachers, which is fewer by 
thifty-nine 
than' .the census gives.

SUBWAY BII/Ii PASSES. 


The Crosby bill for the taking 
o* 
steps in the plan to build a subway. 
in Webster street under the Oakland 
harbor, which, a few days ago, passed 
the assembly, has gone through the 
senate and will now go to tho govern- 
or for his signature. 
There v;as practically no opposition 


to the measure from the outset for 
the reason that among other things, 
the bill had the united support of the 
delegation in the legislature frOin Al- 
ameda county. The bill makes avail- 
able an appropriation by the .board of 
supervisors of Alameda county for the 
purpose of making preliminary sound- 
ings and in other ways securing in- 
formation as to the feasibility and the 
probable cost \o£ such an enterprise. 
The measure was prepared by.assist- 
ant district attorney .W. H. L. Hynes 
of Alameda county 
and 
underwent 
but a small change in its 
passage 


through both houses, namely the cre- 
ation of a .commission for-the purpose 
of superintending the work of con- 
struction and, at the same time, pf 
expending, as may be deemed prac- 
tical, the money which will be avail- 
able'for the preliminary work. This 
commission is to consist of the mayor 
of Alameda, the mayor of Oakland 
and the chairman of the board of 
supervisors of Alameda county. There 
is some doubt expressed as to whether 
the members of the board of super- 
visors are entirely pleased with the 
delegation of the supervision of the 
proposed improvement to a majority 
of people who are In no way connected 
with the management of the affairs 
of Alameda county, but, thus far, no 
formal protest has been uttered by 
them against the measure. 


KElXiEY ORIGINATOR. 


The project of tunneling under the 
harbor of Oakland in order to estab- 
lish uninterrupted communication be- 
tween the cities of Oakland and Ala- 
meda originated with Supervisor J. 
M. Kelley of Oakland who . has col- 
lected a g'reat deal of data on the sub- 
ject and who has worked on the same 
until it was at length introduced to 
both houses of the legislature, the 
bill in the house having been intro- 
duced by Assemblyman Crosby and 
that in the senate by Senator Hana. 
In aiding the passage of the measure 
In tho senate Senator Hans recalled 
the efforts of the 
Supervisor and, 


among other things said. 
"While the bill is of 
a 
general 
character, and may be used in any 
part of the.^state where it is desired 
to build a 
v "subway beneath federal 
waters, it is specially adapted to the 
building of a roadway xmder the har- 
bor of Oakland, for the purpose of 
connecting the cities of Oakland'and 
Alameda. 
There js, at the present 
time several thoroughfares 
running 
between those cities but 
all 
those 
streets lead to draw-bridges which, 
at all seasons ot the year, are swung 
many times each day, greatly to the 
loss of time and patience, money and 
business of hundreds of people who 
are detained on one side or another 
until the bridges close after the pass- 
age of either coast or deep-sea going 
vessels which are In motion at a,ll 
hours of the day and night. 
This 
subway will do away with this an- 
noyance and establish immediate con- 
nection between the two cities for not 
alone wagons and 
pedestrians, 
but 


also street cars and railway trains. 
The people ot the two cities are be- 
hind the project which has originated 
with Siipervisor Kelley, and hope that 
the bill will pass." 
"I am in favor of this bill," said 


Senator Strobridse of Hayward, "be- 
cause it is something which will af- 
ford a great deal ot relief to the 
cities of Oakland and Alameda. As it 
is now there are days of time lost by 
the swinging of the bridges to enable 
the commerce of Oakland to he un- 
impeded. 
The improvement is some- 
thing that the.people need and if, lat- 
er, they do not desire to make the 
improvement, because of some imped- 
ment. the matter will be up to them 
for settlement."

mum rate of wharfage tolls.

plan is to enable the City of San 
Francisco to Issue $10,000,000 in bonds 
for the improvement of the. harbor, 
the interest and principal of which 
are to be paid by taxes on the property 
of San Francisco, the money, however, 
to be expended by the state board of 
harbor commissioners which is now. 
in charge of the harbor. 
The delegates from Los Angeles said 
they would take the matter up with 
their home organization and try to 
secure aid for the passage of the- 
measure.

Wh3t the Throop Bi! Means. 


Former Senator Guy C. .Earl, now a Regent of the State Uni- 


versity, points out that the act chartering the university at Berkeley 
forbids the establishment of another State university. As Mr. Earl 
is an able lawyer his view of the law,may be accepted as correct. 
But the proposition now presented to the Legislature is an effort to 
do by indirection what the law forbids doing directly, and what the 
people of the State are not in favor of doing; something, moreover, 
that is contrary to public policy. This proposition is that the State 
shall give Throop Institute a subvention of $100,000 for the next two 
years. This proposal is merely an entering wedge brought forward 
to commit the State to a scheme that is designed to establish a 
rival institution to Berkeley in the trans-Tehachapi counties. 


If Throop be given money now it will come after more money 


two years hence. It will keep coming after money—money for new 
buildings and new equipment, money to increase the teaching force 
and expand the courses of study. 
By and -by the State will be 


importuned to take over the institution and pay all its running ex- 
penses, with the intention, that it shall be gradually transformed 
into a full-fledged university. 


When that point is reached there will be an insistent demand 


made that it be placed on an equality with Berkeley and given the 
same revenue for maintenance. 


This is the scheme that lurks behind the bill to give Throop 


5100,000 at this session of the Legislature. 
It is the first step in 


a carefully laid plan to pull the wool over the eyes of the credulous 
and unsuspecting. If it succeeds the cost of higher education will 
be greatly increased and its efficiency proportionately decreased. 
It is part of a plan to duplicate every State institution in the group 
of counties south of Tehachapi-—a scheme, in short, to dualize all 
the functions of the State government and equip the seven south- 
ern counties with all the appurtenances and, institutions of a full- 
fledged state. 


In the beginning there 'was a demand for another State Uni- 


versity. When that was seen to be inadmissible (at this time) 
the original demand was moderated into a proposition that the 
State'take over the Throop school. As that failed to meet favor, 
the bill to give Throop $100,000 out of the S.tate treasury was'sub- 
stituted. 


The ultimate object, however, is the establishment of a sec- 


ond State University. That is the object in view. That is-what 
the Throop bill is intended to accomplish. For that reason, if for 
no other, the bill should be defeated. The multiplication of public 
institutions is piling up the expense of maintaining the State gov- 
ernment, and each useless one is an unnecessary burden imposed 
on the taxpayers. 
In this instance economy and efficiency forbid 


giving Throop the subvention asked for. 


Sugar-Coaling Political Burglary. 


Senator Wolfe has amended ihis annexation amendment in the 


hope of making it more palatable to his colleagues outside of San 
Francisco. He has toned down some of its more monstrous feat- 
ures, but preserves the original scheme, which is predatory and tin- 
just in the extreme. 
While the provision allowing San Francisco 


to annex the territory of other .counties without asking the consent 
of the inhabitants thereof has been eliminated, the proposed amend- 
ment still leaves San Francisco free to keep up a perpetual attack 
on the territory of the contiguous counties. It tied the hands of the 
communities thus exposed to assault. For instance, if San Francisco 
desires to absorb Sausalito, the inhabitants of the remaining sec- 
tions of Marin county are powerless ,to resist the spoliation. In the 
same way Richmond can be attacked, but the inhabitants of the 
other districts of Contra Costa cannot make any opposition. Rich- 
mond can be taken a\vay from Contra Costa county by colonizing 
voters; 
Sn can any other town around the bay despite the objec- 


tion of the majority of (he• bona fide residents thereof. Under the 
law of this Stale any to\vn can be colonized with impunity with suf- 
ficient votes to carry an annexation election. San Francisco can call 
an annexation election any time she chooses; the other towns have 
no say in the matter, and whenever San Francisco calls such 'a.n 
election she will be prepared to carry it by wholesale colonization. 
In plain words, ihe Wolfe scheme opens the doors to'gigantic frauds 
that are already in contemplation. It is an attempt to override every 
principle of home rule. It is a crooked scheme from start .to finish 
and is inspired by crooked motives. Putting a little sugar coat on it 
does not improve its moral character or lessen the gross injustice 
it was framed to license. It will .be extraordinary, indeed, if this 
Legislature will follow the leadership of Eddie Wolfe in the very 
worst scheme brought forward at this session. 


If all the bills introduced in the Legislature should•• pass, -it 


will be unlawful hereafter to do anything in California.

Time for Filing Wears Official 


End; Five O'clock 


Is Set. 


After 5 o'clock tomorrow evening no 


more petitions of nomination for candi- 
dacy under the new city charter for 
the April primaries will be received by 
City Clerk Prank R. Thompson.

$10,922.15 per year. 
J guarantee that 
$10,922.15 can.be saved per year and the 
block books kept- _up in Jis -efficient a 
manner as they now are, 
Ts it worth 
while to save oh the block books ?43,- 
688,60 to the taxpayers during the four- 
year term !• have been elected to fill the 
assessor's 
office? 
Furthermore, I fully 
believe that the recommendation of this 
office in asking for a slight increase In 
salary should be granted, and I particu- 
larly call yoflr attention to the increase 
asked for the seven outside fle!d' deputies 
and the head deputy, city department, I

The letter was Ineffective and the de- 


cision was in favor of Haviland. 


VIEWS DJFFER. 


There is a diversity of views on th« 


part of the members of the delegation in 
duestion as to what principle was upheld 
by the settlement referred to. 
For a 


time, it looked as if there waa a lively 
personal fight between the assessor and 
the surveyor. It was known, regardless 
of the fact that the doors of the place of 
meeting were always barred against the 
seekers for news, there was a radical 
difference of opinion between the mem- 
bers of the delegation who, at one time, 
early in its existence, had sought to es- 
tablish w.bat was styled the "unit rule." 


During the discussion there were times 


.when the voices of some of legislators 
reached the outside corridors In angry 
tones and there were few adjournments 
of the sessions that there were not visible 
scowling features on. some of the dele- 
gates as they made their exit from the 
star chamber. 


HOW THEY STOOD. 


It is known also that some of the mem- 


bers felt that it was simply a "cold- 
blooded proposition as to whether or not 
Dalton could make the block books for 
ten. 
thousand dollars less than the books 


could be made by Haviland." The man 
who Iheld to this principle was Frank M, 
Smith from East Oakland. He was one 
of th'B three, who voted in favor of giv- 
ing- the making- of the books to the ns- 
sessor. The two others who voted! with 
him 
were 
Assemblymen 
Clarke 
and 


Young, but neither of /these would ex- 
plain why they had voted in favor of 
the assessor. 


Of the seven who voted, as Indicated to 


give the work to the surveyor, Assembly- 
man 
Callaghan of Oakland, Crosby oi 


Alameda and Senator Hans of Oakland 
declared that it was not a fight between 
Dalton and Kariland but, simply, a ques- 
tion as to whether or .not the Alameda 
county delegation proposed to stand by 
the recomn.endation. of the grand Jury 
which had been sought by the legisla- 
tors. This request was made by Assem- 
blyman Clark. The rneult on the part 
of tho jury was a reply so complete and 
detailed _in every way as to' have never 
ceen eoualed in anything of the kind 
which had beer, previously prepared in 
jUamecfa county. 


STANDING BY JURY. 


"It was not a fight between Dalton 


and Haviland," said Assemblyman Calla- 
gimn and Crosby almost in the same 
breath, "today it was simply a question 
of. standing 
or

by the 


re;commendation of the grand jury" 


"Shortly before the adjournment," said 


Senator 
Hans, 
"somebody 
:made the 


statement that it was either sustaining 
or rejecting the recommendation of the 
grand Jury and that Is the way I tinder- 
stood the case. Seven of us voted to 
sustain. Senator Tyrrell had been called 
away to Sun Francisco, but he told us 
before going that he would cast his vote 
with tho majority o£ the delegation so 
that makes the vote eight for tha grand 
jury, I do nut know how the minority 
fe<e! on the subject."' 


County Assessor Dalton did not give 


up hope until after there v/as no longer 
rea?*on to enttrlahi that sc-ntiment. He 
was in the capitol at the time the vote 
was taken and when the session -. had 
come to a 'close he was closeted for a 
time with Senator Stetson, the chairman 
of the' delegation, but declined to tell 
what had been cliscusfeed.

duction of their work hours from nine to 
eight hours per day.

OAKLAND'S CRY FOR THE POLICE. 
" San Francisco, like . Los Angeles, has 
a consolidation lilll In the 
legislature 
(Senate constitutional 
amendment No. 
15), -which, while general In Its purport, 
is specific in Its application, and is about 
us bold, drastic and selfish a piece of 
legislation as any legislative body has 
seen In years. ' No wonder the Oakland 
chamber of commerce has sent out a 
Macedonian cry for help. 
The bill provides for the consolidation 
ot thirty-two cities and towns (see lines 
12 and 13). "Into ONE consolidated city 
and county 
government, 
WITH ONE 
SET OF OFFICERS." 
This does not 
mean a borough system; 
It 
means 
_ 
consolidated city tha charter for which 
will be framed by freeholders elected not 
by the separate localities but by a ma- 
jority vote of the consolidated city and 
county, embracing from 700,000 to 800,- 
000 population In which the smaller com- 
munities would be overborne by San 
Francisco's majority vote. 
The bill is so worded that In -whole- 
sale gobble towns of 4000 
and 
under 
coming within the sweep would have no 
voice In the matter, while portions of 
surrounding counties that are most high- 
ly developed, including the waterfronts 
of several towns, would be swallowed 
willy nllly. 
As the Oakland chamber points out, 
one of the most Insiduous evils of this 
proposition to 
embrace 
thousands 
or 
'acres of pra-tlcally undeveloped terri- 
tory, Including cattle ranges, orchards, 
farms and gardens within the area of 
taxable 
property 
dominated 
by 
San 
Francisco would be the vast Increase In 
valuation for the purpose of raising rev- 
enue, to be disposed of by 
supervisors 
of the "Greater 
San Francisco." 
It 
would add to the political prestige and 
influence of San Francisco, BO that It 
would practically dominate 
the 
state, 
while tha territory embraced in such 
city and county governments would 
be 
"liable for all the existing debts or lia- 
billtlea of municipal corporations, merg- 
ed therein." This is particularly peril- 
ous In view of the fact that San Fran- 
claco'a bonded IndebtednesB already ex- 
isting or authorized 
Is approximately 
J60.000.000. 
There are not, of course, the same 
reasons for- consolidation at San Fran- 
cisco as In Log Angeles county. 
Already 
San Francisco has a single government 
and substantially all that we seek, by a 
merger of various towns. Here^we pro- 
pose boroughs, with separate autonomy, 
and only upon the consent of the annex- 
ed portions. 
One can imagine what 
rumpus there 
would 
nave 
been 
In 
Southern California if Los Angeles had 
proposed a thing like the one Oakland 
is now fighting. 
But why, in its ambition to keep ahead 


of Los Angeles, does San Francisco lim- 
it its scope only to sections of the pros- 
perous cities round about? Doubtless as 
It reads over Its hill It is astonished at
